THEY WERE OVERCHARGED. 


WHO PROFITED BY IT HAS NOT 
DEVELOPED. 


Certain Breweries Gave Proper Checks, 
but the Excize Records Show 
That Lesser Amounts 
Received, 


Test'mony heard by the Major 
mittee Saturday showed that certain cheks 
rece ved in (Collector (Charias }. Wenne- 
ker's office for payment of satoon licenses 
were in excess of the amountea charged 
for the licenses in question by the Excis: 
C‘ominissioner’s office, and witnesses tes- 
tified that the only way the discrepancy 
could occur was by the man who presented 
the checks receiving change in cash, 

The checks referred were drawn by 
brewer les and made payable to the brew- 
ery drummers, who took out saloon licenses 
for their customers. The saloonkeepers 
were charged with the full amounts ‘'n the 
checks. All of the checks submitted were 
indorsed with the stamp of the Ccllector's 
office, per John L. Ziegwenhein, a nephew 
of the Mayor of St. Louis. 

This was the culmination of the testi- 
mony heretofore adduced, showing that 
short licenses have been isuued, the saloon- 
keepers char@ed for the full term, and the 
city and State defrauded out of about $50 
each case of that kind by persons 

whom direct testimony has not yet 
had. le 

(herles Mehl, the drummer for the Wain- 
wright Brewery, who left the city Thurs- 
day and was wanted as a witness Iriday. 
is eupposed to have presented some of the 
checks that were exhibited. These checks 
were exhibited by Authur Dexter, also a 
drummer forthe Wainwright Brewery. Mr. 
Dexter testified that he and Mr. Mehl were 
the brewery'’s only drummers; that. the 
drummers took out the licenses and pald 
for them, and that he, the w'tness, had not 
presented the checks submitted.

He said the 
check was for seven saloon licenses at $300 
each He stated the check was indorsed 
with Collector Wenneker’s stamp, per John 
S$.

Witness said he did not know how it 
was that the State and city had received 
a sum emaller than $300 for any of the 1 
censes which the brewery Intended to pay 
$300 for. He egald the drummer who took 
the check to the Collector's office could 
have received change out of the check. 

Witness was asked concerning a similar 
check for $600. indorsed the same way, and 
which was intended to pay for $390 licenses 
for M. Kabanck ard William Mussey, re- 
spectively. The license records showed that 
the city and State did not receive the full 
amount of $600.

MONEY FOR THE 


A Plan by Which the $5,000,000 Pop- 
ular Subscription May Be 
Raised Systematically. 


Members of the sub-finance, committees 
who are devising ways and means of rais- 
ing $5,000,000 by popular subscription for 
the World’s Fair, met Friday afternoon at 
the Mercantile Club, Breckinridge Jones, 
chairman of the sub-committees, explained 
that each of the gentlemen present and the 
chairman of other sub-committees were 
appointed to organize the various lines of 
business assigned to them. Each was ex- 
pected to appoint a vice chairman for 


each branch of trade assigned to him, call 
a meeting of every one connected with that 
trade, and effect the organization required 
to raise the subscriptions.

Chemical Analysis Shows That Nearly 
All of It Contains Arsenic in 
Dangerous Quantity. 


ITHACA, N. Y., Mareh 4.—Dr. E. M. 
Chamet of the Chemical Depariment of 
Cornell University hae announced that, as 
a result of the chemical analysis of wall 
paper which he has been carrying on for 
several months, he is able to state that 
nearly all wall paper sold at the present 
time contains arsenical isons, some of 
them in surprising quantities. Dr. Cham- 
et's investigations were prompted as a re- 
sult of the several cases of arsenic poison- 
ing which were said to have been caused 
by contact with paper covered walls. One 
of these cases was in W. 8. Brancroft's 
family at Cornell University, which was 
caused by red wall paper. Dr. Chamet 
says there ia no basis for the popular be- 
lief that green paper contains the most 
arsenic.

HEROIC. PASSENGER, 


JOHN HEBENHEIMER PREVENT- 
ED A MURDER IN A CAR. 


Conductor Seized and Held by a 
Muscular Passenger. 


John Hebenhelmer of 34233 Clark av. pre- 
vented a tragedy on a Broadway cable car 
‘He seized a negro who was 


down on a seat and held him until a po- 
liceman came and disarmed and arrested 
the negro. 

The negro is Rodger G. Gray of 4H N. 
Broadway. About 10:30 o'clock he was 
riding south on a Broadway cable car. 

Near Wash st. the conductor, F. H. Owen, 
in passing through the car acoMentally 


stepped on Gray's highly polished shoes, 

‘lhe negro made a forcible remonstrance. 
The conductor at first tried to pacify him 
and finally lost hig temper and with a re- 
mark of contempt returned to the plat- 
form, 

The negro muttered a threat and started 
toward the door. 

He shifted his revolver from hie hip pock- 
et to his overcoat pocket and with one of 
hie hands clutching it he rushed toward 
the conductor. 

Hebenheimer was sitting near the door, 
He saw the negro’s revoiver. To interfere 
was to invite tne fate which seemed to 
be threatening the conductor, but as Gray 
passed him Hebenheimer sprang up and 
pinioned his arms and bore him back upon 
the seat. ‘he negro struggied and swore, 
There was a panic among the passengers. 

The car was stopped and a police whistle 
Was sounded. Patrolmen Burke, Roach and 
Burke responded and relieved Hebenheimer 
of his hard task of holding the negro. 

Gray’s revolver was taken from him and

A DEFENSE OF GOV. STEPHENS. 


Mr. James J. McBride Discusses That 
Eleven-Day Election Crime Pardon. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. LOUIS, March 2—Will you kindly 
grant a little space im your excellent paper 
to an old citizen and non-partisan lawyer, 
who has been a constant reader of its col- 
umns for at least 20 years, wherein to ex- 
press his views, which are shared by nu- 
merous others, concerning the action of 
Gov. Stephens in recently pardoning one 
Martin Timothy, a penitentiary convict, 
charged with a violation of the fifth section 
of the law “to prevent corrupt practices at 
elections?’’ 

I know nothing of this man Timothy, and 
have but a casual acquaintance with Gov, 
Stephens, for whom, however, I have grea. 
personal respect. 

Hence, 1 speak merely as a citizen and as 
a member of the bar, being one of the old- 
est in Missouri. As such 1 cannot but dep- 
recate the severity and injustice of tne 
criticisms which the St. Louis press has 
seen fit to publish against the Governor on 
account of his pardon of Timothy. 

The basest of motives have been attribut- 
ed to Gay. Stephens for his don of this 
man. To illustrate, a Republican paper un- 
der the mask of “a well-known Democrat- 
ic politician,” declares ‘‘that this one act by 
Gov. Stephens gives evidence that he en- 
courages and condones crime, in order to 
further his own interests.’’ 

This is a very grave charge for any man 
or newspaper to make. If true, the Gov- 
ernor of this State ought to be impeacheu 
at once. The paper does not give the name 
of the “well-known Democratic litician’”’ 
making this accusation. The libel is equal- 
ly atrocious, regardless of its author, A 
man does not surrender his right to the 
protection of the law by accepting a pub- 
lic office. If any man made this charge, be 
he Democrat or Republican, let him come 
out and avow it. f he ls to do so he 
proves himself to be both a slanderer and a 
coward. 

The whole case, in brief, seems to be as 
follows: Shortly after Martin Timothy's 
incarceration in the penitentiary a petition 
signed by several hundred of the best and 
most prominent citizens of St. Louis, Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats, was pre- 
sented to Gov. Stephens, praying for the 
immediate pardon of this man, on the 
ground that his ilt had not been estab- 
lished; that he had not had a fair and 
impartial trial; that his attorney was an 
active and energetic Republican politician 
and leader, whose political and party inter- 
ests were to be subserved by this convic- 
tion of his Democratic olient, and thus 
make political capital for future use, and 
that no such pdliing place where he was 
i with having attempted to vote ex- 
sted. 

The Governor, flooded and besieged daily 
with petitions for pardon, could know noth- 
ing, personally, of the merits of the case, 
and relied implicitly and confidently upon 
the statements and representations get forth 
in the petition, and certified to as true by 
sO Many reputable and responsible citizens 
of St. Louis. Under these circumstances it 
is difficult to presume how or why he could 
ignore the prayer of these petitioners for 
Timothy’s pardon, thus stamping their 
statements as false and fraudulent. Nor 
does the decision of the Supreme Court, 
affirming the jucemen of the lower court, 
have any bearing on the matter. Questions 
of the defendant’s guilt or innocence, 
whether or not he was fairly tried, or sac- 
rificed to the ignorance of a lawyer, could 
not come before that court, as the record 
shows. 

The only matter decided by the Supreme 
Court was a technical quibble, scarcely 
worthy of notice or consideration (such as 
a graduate of the kindergarten law school 
might evolve from his immature brain), and 
did not touch any of the questions or issues 
presented to Gov. Stephens in the peti- 
tion for the pardon of Martin Timothy. I 
conclude, therefore, that, all things consid- 
ered, Gov. Stephens is justly entitled to 
credit for performing a conscientious duty 
by the pardon of this man, regardless of 
the partisan howl of political foes, or the 
covert censure of weak-kneed political

The Indiana Congressman Who Scored 
President McKinley Is Coming 
Here to Make His Home.

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St. Louts is going to have a new citizen. 

Henry Underwood Johnson, the Hoosier 
Congressman who likened President Mc- 
Kinley. to the holier-than-thou Mr. Peck- 
sniff, is headed this way. 

He gave it out in Washington Friday that 
he had written finis for his political career, 
and was hereafter going to put in all his 
time Sen law. He h looked ali 
over the country for prosperous places, and 
after mature deliberation he said he had 
settled upon St. Louis as the city offering 
him the greatest opportunities, 

He will open hig law office in St. Louis 
directly he arrives here, but his family 
will not follow him for several months. 

Mr. Johnson, who is thought by seme to 
have been guilty of indiscretions, bad 
breaks and poor taste, most assuredly re- 
deemed his judgment when he decided to 
come to St. Louls, There are already a few 
Johnsons who are prominent legaly, and 
this new Johnson will likely get in line 
with them if he keeps up in St. Louis the 
clip he struck in Indiana and increased in 
Washington. 

Friday was Mr. Johnson’s last day in 
Congress, after serving eight years. It 
was made notorious by perhaps the most 
virulent philippic ever uttered by an Amer- 
ican Congressman against a President of 
his own party. Mr. Walker of Massachu- 
setts, Chairman of the Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency, who failed of re-election. 
obtained permission, after waiting three 
days, to deliver what he Intended for a 
farewell address. Mr. Johnson followed. 
His language became so violent that the 
floor was taken from him and his speech 
was cut short. 

Mr. Johnson ts a Republican, despite his 
heresy in the matter of McKinley and Mark 
Hanna. About a year ago he took issue not 
only with his Own party, but with almost 
everybody else on the Cuban question. He 
voted against the war and denounced the 
course of the Government. 

Before he went to Congress Mr. Johnson 
was Prosecuting Attorney of Wayne Coun- 
ty, Indiana, for two terms, and was also a 
State Senator.

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MELBA IN “FAUST.” 


In the production of “Fauet” at Music 
Hall last night there were many short- 
comings—shortages in singing choristers 
and deficiencies in minor roles, not to epeak 
of ecenic accessories—but the music lovers 
present found delightful compensation in 
the singing of Melba and Alvarez. 

Melba never thrills, but her power-charm 
Was accentuated in Gounod’s delicious 
music. She Js a combination of liquid air in 
temperature and lilting water in melody. 
Her voice is a flowing brook—pure, limpid, 
refreshing, cold. There is alwayeé @ SUs- 
gestion of repose and perfect poise and con- 
trol in her exquisite vocalization. Her 
singing was without blemish and without 
feeling. While she put more action in her 
acting it was still mere acting. There was 
not a hint of Marguerite’s tragedy. But 
the voice and the vocalization were never 
| more a displayed. One of the 
daintiest bits o melody ever heard in 
Music Hal] was Melba’s phrasing of the 
brief passage in the second act. It wae 
vocal gossamer, as dainty and beautiful and 
perfect as a spider's web in the sunshine. 

Melba’s singing triumph was nearly, if 
not quite, equaled by that of Alvarez. the 
new tenor. He proved himself an admir- 
able artist. It is doubtful if Faust has 
ever been better sung in St. Louis. The 
work of Alvarez in the garden scene was 
superb at every point. e combines ex- 
cellent stage presence with pure voice and 
faultless vocalization. 

Bandanesqu gave an excellent Mephisto 
and the rest of the cast ran down the scale 
of mediocrity. 

Although Music Hall was not filled, the 
audience was fine In quality and numbers. It

It is needed to 
perfect the power of the United Staftes and guarantee the 
two coasts against wanton attack. The transcontinental rail- 
road lines, built and operated for private profit, alone stand in 
opposition to this public undertaking upon which the prosperity 
and perhaps the safety of the country depend. And their op- 
position is effective. A more conspicuous example of the power 
of special interests was never known.

MR. JOHN D. JOHNSON RETURNS 
FROM THE LEAGUE MEETING. 


HIS INTERVIEW WITH ROGERS. 


The Baseball Men Are Going to Try 
Hard to Land Robison of Cleve- 
land in St. Louis. 


Mr. John D. Johnson who represented 
the Adler-Cella-Tilles Combination at the 
National League meeting in New York re- 
turned to St. Louis ‘Saturday morning. 

“I went to New York on other business 
than baseball,”’’ said Mr. Johnson. 

‘On the way I learned the baseball situa- 
tion from Muckenfuss who 1 happened to 
meet on the train. 

“On my arrival in New York I tele- 
graphed Sam W. Adler and asked hie if I 
should try and get an expression from the 
League as to its attitude towards the pur- 


chasers of the Sportsman's Park and Club 
property. 

“On receiving an affirmative reply I tried 
to get before the League, but its members 
refused to listen to me collectively. 

“I did secure a long interview with John 
I. Rogers of Philadelphia. 

“I told him of the dangerous action the 
League intended to take. 

“I called attention to “the fact that the 
sacrifice of the baseball properties here 
would affect the price of the same proper- 
ties elsewhere. 

“I also explained how such action would 
antagonize all the creditors of the Wocal 
organization who, unless the sale was made 
open to all, would be great sufferers. 

“I explained that most of them were sup- 
porters of the club and that the sacrifice 
of the property wouid array them against 
the parties who might take unfair posses- 
sion of it. 

“Mr. Rogers saw all the points in ques- 
tion and it was after 6ur interview that the 
vote was taken in which the matter was 
laid over until after the sale of the prop- 
erty here. 

“But 1 am satisfied now that the League 
intends to force Robison in here. 

“IT am also satisfied that there is no com- 
bination between him and Becker but that 
Robison wants to secure full possession for 
himself and for some other party who Is 
just now being kept in the background. 

‘Despite the opposition of the League 
should Becker or anyone outside of Robin- 
son buy the property they will certainly be 
able to enforce their rights in court later 
on. 

‘When the National League waived its 
rights in the @irst place and recognized the 
receiver of the Sportsman's Park and Club 
{ft also waived its rights to any eubsequent 
transfer of the National League franchise, 
Any court will so declare. 

“IT do not care to say now as to just what 
I will advise the Adler-Cella-Tilles Syndi- 
cate to do. I have not conferred with them 
yet.”

FOR STEALING BREAD 


JOSEPH PHILLIPS HAS SERVED 
SIXTEEN MONTHS IN PRISON. 


AUTHORITIES OVERLOOKED HIM. 


He Pleaded Guilty With the Under- 
standing That He Was to Be Re- 
leased After Eleven Months. 


Joseph Phillips has servéd 16 months in 
the Chester Penitentiary for stealing a 
Plece of bread. He pleaded guilty with 
the understanding that he would have to 
serve only 11 months. Thruugh the negli- 
gence of some one ‘he has already served 
five months more than this and his re- 
lease is not yet in sight. 

One night in the summer of 1897 Phillips 
walked painfully into the West End of 
Belleville on the Air Line track. He was 
footsore, hungry and sick. He says he had 
not tasted food for two days and nights. 
He was not a tramp and was not familiar 
with the tramp’s devices for getting food. 

He had been employed on government 
work below St. Louis. His health had 
failed and after spending all his money for 
medicine and care he started to walk to 
his home in Indiana. 

When he reached West Belleville the 
despair of a hungry man seized him. He 
wandered around until he came to the 
residence of Frank Kerchner. A little 
apart from the house was a summer 
kitchen. Phillips thought he might find 
food there. There was only a screen door. 
He pried it open and entered. He foun: 
a slice of bread on the table, and seizing 
it, turned to escape. 

The opening of the door had sounded an 
electric burglar alarm in the room of Mr. 
Kerchner. As Phillips went out of the 
door he was confronted by Mr. Kerchner, 
who had a revolver. 

A policeman was called and-Phillips was 
arrested. He was indicted by the grand 
ury. Attorneys Louis E. Wangelin and 
ferman R. Heinberger were appointed to 
defend him. 

State's Attorney Baker offered to let Phil- 
lips off with a six months’ workhouse sen- 
tence, but Phillips said he was afflicted 
with a chronic ailmént and pounding rocks 
would kill him. 

It was agreed that he should plead guilty. 
with the understanding that he should be 
paroled in eleven monthe. He was taken 
to the penitentiary in November, 1897. 
Friday Attorney Wangelin received a 
letter fromys him. He complained bitterly 
about the failure of the authorities to keep 
faith with him and wrote that. many pris- 
oners convicted of a graver crime, but who 
had influential friends, had been released 
on parole after serving a shorter timp than 
he had. 

Phillips is a man of some education. He 
ie said to be capable of earning a living in 
a clerical capacity. 

Mr. Wangelin will take the matter 
with State’s Attorney Baker.

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THREE ROBBED THE OTHER AND 
THREW HIM OUT. 


THE VICTIM IS A SOLDIER. 


John McLaughlin Met Three Affable 
Strangers Who Drugged and 
Robbed Him of $115. 


The police are searching for three men 
who enticed John McLaughlin, a soldier, 
into a cab Friday night, drugged and robbed 
hm and then threw him out of the cab 
and escaped. 

McLaughlin is a volunteer soldier and was 
on his way home from Albany, Ga., lt 
Monet. Mo. He is ® years old and was a 
member of the Second Missouri Regiment. 
He arrived in St. Louis Friday and at 
o'clock at night he stepped into Marshall's 
saloon, on Fifteenth and Chestnut sts. He 
had been there but a few minutes when 
he was approached by three well dressed 
strangers, who invited him to take a drink. 
The soldier was inclined to be sociable and 
had no hesitancy about accepting the in- 
vitation. 

Several rounds of drinks were ordered, 
and the sociable strangers would not_bear 
to the soldier paying for anything. There 
was no game propos:d and McLaughlin was 
congratulating himself upon finding such 
agreeable companions. 

One of the trio suggested a carriage ride. 
A cab was called and Driver Edward Far- 
ley responded. The three strangers and the 
soldier took seats and they were whirled 
away. By this time the drink that Me- 
Laughlin had taken began to affect him. 

When the carriage reached the approach 
to the Twenty-first st. bridge Farley was 
commanded to stop. He had heard evi- 
dences of a struggle, but supposed his pa- 
trons were having a hilarious time. When 
he stopped McLaughlin was thrown out, 
The three men communded Farley to drive 
them to Fourteenth and Chestnut sts., bu, 
when they got to Sixteenth and Markef 
Sts they sprang from the cab, and, after 
paying the driver, disappeared. 

Farley went to the Four Courts and re- 
ported the affair to the Chief. Detectives 
were given descriptions of the three men 
and were sent out to look for them. 

Patrolmen Sullivan and Spillane found 
McLaughlin where he had been thrown out 
of the cab. 

it was supposed he was drunk and 
he was placed under arrest. At the Four 
Courts he told his story and it coincided 
with that told by the cabman. McLaughlin 
said he had been robbed of $115. 

The police think that the robbery was 
committed by men whom they know well. 
The description given by the cab driver fits 
these men. 

The soldier was intoxicated and was 
thought to have been drugged. The po- 
lice put him in the holdover and hela him 
until he was sober, when he was released.
